Ir is Antichriſtian to denic, or 
not to confetſe the holy Ghoſt. For as Chrilt

earth : yer beſides that, that is rather a myſte-| 
rious collection, then an evident concluſion of 
a pluralitic of perſons: though we rcade that in 
that firſt verſe, betore this in the 26; yet Moſes 
writ that , which is in the beginning of this 
chaptcr, more then 20co, yearcs after God 
{pake this that is in our text :fo long was Gods 
plurall before Moſes his plurall; Gods Faciamus | 
| before Moſes Bara Elohim. So that in this text

Are Angels and Godall one? or is that that is 
like an Angel, therefore like God 7 Ir was ſus 
ratio, ſuuwm verbum, ſua ſapientia, ſaycs that Fa- | 
ther: God ſpake to his own word and wiſdome; | 
to his own purpoſe and goodneſſe : And the 
Sonne is the word and wiſdome of God; and

| penſation of his Church. Ir is truc, that when 
God ſpeaks this over again, in the Church (as |

Nay, 
if we conlider Gods etcrnitic, the ſoul of man 
hath ſuch an image of that, as that, though 
man had a beginning, which thc originall, the 
erernall God Þ*-Mfelfhad not; yer man ſhall no 
more have an end, then the originall, rhe cter- 
nall God himſelf ſhall have. And this image 
of cternitic,this poſt-meridian, this atter-noon 
cternitic,thatis,this perperuiticand afrer-evcr- 
laſtingneſfle is in man, mcerly asa naturall man, 
| withour any conſideration ot gracc: for the rc- 
probate canno more dic, thatis, come to no- 
thing, then the elect.

| woman: at firſt, by reafon of neceſſirie, without any 

ſuch limitation as now; and now withour any | 
' other limitations, then ſuch as arc expreſſed in 
the law of God. Asthe Apoſtles ſay, in the firſt 
A&.15-:*.| penerall Councel,We lay nothing upon you but things 
weceſſarie; {0 we call nothing neceſſarie, but that 
which is commanded by God. If in heaven I may | 
have the place of a man that hath performed the 

com- 
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| commandments of God, I will not change with 
; him, that thinks he hath done more then the com. 
' mandments of God enjoyned him. The rule of 
| marriage for degrees and diſtance in bloud, is the 
| law of God; but for conditions of men, there is no 
rule at all given. When God had made Adam 
| and Eve in Paradiſe,though there were foure rivers 
' in Paradiſe, God did not place Adam in a Mona- 
' ſteric on one fide, and Eve in a Nunnerie on the 
| other, and ſo a river between them. They that 
| build walls and cloyſters to fruſtrate Gods inſti- 
| tution of marriage, advance the doctrine of de- 
| vils, in forbidding of marriage. The devil hath 

advamages enow againſt us, in bringing men and 

women together: it was a ſtrange and {wperdevil. 
' iſh invention,to give him a new advantage againſt 
| us, by keeping men and women aſunder, by for- 
bidding marriage. Between the hereſie of the 
N:colattans, that induced a communitic of women 
| ( any might take any ) and the herefie of the 

Tatians, that forbad all ( none mighr take any) 

was a fair latirude. Between the opinion of thc 


| Manichezn hereticks, that thought women to be | 


| made by the devil; and the Colliridian hereticks, 
that facrifhiced roa woman, as to God, there is a

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fair diſtance. Between the denying of them ſouls, | 


which $S. Ambroſe is charged to have done; and 
viving them ſuch ſouls , as that they may be 
prieſts, as the Peputian hereticks did, is a fair way 
for a*moderate man to walk in.

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viliſh : ro make them miltreſſes, is unmanly; and | 
ro make them ſervants, is unnoble: ro make them, | 
as God made them, wives,is godly,and manly roo, 
When in the Romane church thcy diſſolve mar-

| forbids it not; when they diſflolve marriage upon |

| | whenthere was noinordinateneſlc in the affections 
'Y | of man, and fo no burning. Bur as God created 
 Rheubarb in the world , whoſe qualitic is to , 
| purge choler, before there was any choler to 
| purge: ſo God, according to lis abundant for- 
wardneſſe ro dous good, created a remedic be- | 
fore the diſeaſe, which he torceiaw coming, was | 
come upon us. Ler him then, that rakes his witc 
in this firſt and loweſt lente , 1 medicinam, but as 
' 1s pby{ick, yermake her his cordiall phylick, take 
| [cr to his heart, and fill his kcare with her ; lether 
dwell 
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| dwell there, and dwell there alone : and fo they | 
| will be muruall antidotes and preſervatives to one 
another, againſt all forrain remptations. And 
with this bleſſing blefſe thou,O Lord,theſe whom 
thou haſt brought hither for this blefling : make 
all the dayes of their life, like this day unto them: 
and as thy merciesare new eycry morning , make 
them {o to one another: and it they may nor dic 
_ ſuſtain thou the ſurviver of them in that 
{ad houre, with this comfort, that he that died 
tor them both, will bring them rogether again 
in his everlaſtingneſle, 

The ſecond uſe of marriage was, 7n prolificat:. 
onem, For children: And therefore ( as S. Anugu- 
ſiine purs the caſe) tocontract before , that they 
will have no children, makes it no marriage,bur an 
adultery. To deny themſelves ro one another, is as 
much againſt marriage, as to give themſelves ro 
| another. To hinder that by phyfick, or any other

practiſc; nay, to hinder that fo farre,as by a de- 
liberate wiſh or prayer againſt children, conſiſts 
not well with this fad uſe of marriage. And 
yet inthis ſecond uſe we do not ſo much conſider 
; generation, as regenerationznot ſo much procrca- 
| tion, as education; nor propagation, as tranſplan. 
| tation of children: for this world might be filled 
; full enough of children,though there were no mar- 
 riage;bur heavencould not be filled, nor the places 
| of the fallen angels ſupplied, withour that care of 
; childrens religious education,which from parents 

in lawfull marriage they are likclieſt to receive.

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, How infinite and how miſerable a circle of finne 
; do we make, if, as we finned in our parents loyns |

We are come now, in our order propoſcd at 
firſt, ro our ſecond part; for all is ſaid that I in- | 
rended of the ſecular marriage.

When I conſider Chriſt to be Germen 7chove, the 
bud and bloſſome,the fruit & off-ſpring of Jcho- | 
vah, Jehovah himſelf; and my ſelf, betorc he took 
| me in hand, to be, nota potrers veſlel of carth, but 
| that earth of which the potter might make a veſlel 
| if he would, and breakitit he would, when he had 
| made it: when I conſider Chriſt to have been 
| from betore all beginnings, and to be till the 
image of the Father,the ſameſtamp uponthe ſame
